Things beginning to look up for the Town of New Brockton

Could it be that things are begin- 
ning to get better in New Brockton? 
If Monday night’s meeting of the 
town council is any indication, then 
the answer is yes! 

The members of the council 
breezed through a 17 item meeting 
agenda with very little discussion. 
From beginning to end, the session 
lasted only 38 minutes! 

At the conclusion of the meeting, 
Councilman Charles Cole offered an 
apology to any citizen or citizens 
who feel that they have been ha- 
rassed by any policeman, 

“As a police department, I would 
like to see us working together,” 
Cole said. 

“IT would further state that if we 
can’t work together as police offi- 
cers, I will be the first to recommend 
that we let that person go! That’s 
from the chief on down,” 

Continuing, “Anybody that 
doesn’t do what the chief says, then 
that’s insubordination. And, if the 
chief doesn’t do what we say, I’ll re- 
quest that he be let go! What I’m 
asking is that we all work together to 
make it safe and fun for the citizens 
of New Brockton.” 

During the past few weeks, New 


Brockton’s council has been dealing 
with problems centering around the 
police department. 

Mayor Kathryn Holley reported 
that the matter concerning Police Of- 
ficer Harold Laird had been re- 
solved. 

Holley read a statement which 
said that a Coffee County grand jury 
had “no billed” a trespass warrant is- 
sued against Laird, 

The action by the grand jury fol- 
lowed an investigation of the inci- 
dent by the Alabama Bureau of In- 
vestigation, Their report was turned 
over to the District Attorney’s office 
which in turn presented it to the 
grand jury. 

There was no further discussion 
of the matter by members of the 
council after Holley’s statement. 

Laird was placed back on active 
duty status by Police Chief Charles 
Driggers on Saturday, October 1, 
1994, He had been on leave with pay 
since his arrest on August 12th. 

Tuming to other matters of busi- 
ness, the council approved payment 
of bills totalling $7,416.83. 

During a discussion of the bills, 
Councilman Jack Caradine made a 
motion that all the auto repair busi- 
nesses located in New Brockton be 
given a chance to make repairs on 
city owned vehicles. 


Enterprise grand jury clears 
New Brockton police officer

The New Brockton police officer 
charged with criminal trespassing 
was cleared by a Coffee County 
grand jury - Enterprise Division. 

The grand jury meeting in regular 
session during the week of Septem- 
ber 26, 1994 retumed a no bill on the 
warrant issued for Harold Laird. 

According to the District Attor- 
ney’s office, the grand jury exam- 
ined the complaint filed by a New 
Brockton resident, Nancy Carnley, 
against Officer Laird and found no 
evidence of wrong doing. 

Reportedly, the Alabama Bureau 
of Investigation had recently com- 
pleted an investigation into the alle- 
gations and had finalized their re- 
port. Their findings were tumed over 
to the DA’s office. 


In the beginning, Carnley com- 
plained to members of the New 
Brockton Town Council during their 
August Ist meeting charging that 
Laird had illegally entered her resi- 
dence. 

A motion during that meeting to 
dismiss Laird failed to pass; howev- 
er, a motion by the council to have 
the matter investigated by outside 
sources did pass. - 

In the meantime, Laird was ar- 
rested on August 12th on a warrant 
for criminal trespassing signed by 
Carnley. 

Following his arrest, Laird was 
suspended from the police depart- 
ment with pay until the matter could 
be resolved. 

Following the grand jury’s report, 
Laird was reinstated and retucned to 
fulltime status with the New Brock- 
pa Tolies Department on October 1, 


It was noted that in deciding 
which business would make the re- 
pairs not only price would be con- 
sidered, but also the length of time in 
which the repairs could be fnade. 

The council approved Caradine’s 
motion unanimously. 

In making his report to the coun- 
cil, Chief Driggers stated that his de- 
partment had made six arrests - four 
for DUI, one for assault, and one for 
criminal trespassing. 

The police department answered 
seven complaints and investigated 
four automobile accidents. Rescue 
squad personnel answered sixteen 
calls while the fire department re- 
sponded to only one woods fire. 

The council and those present at 
the meeting commended (with ap- 
plause) the fire and rescue personnel 
for the job that they are doing. 

Chief Driggers also offered a 
word of commendation for the Cof- 
fee County Sheriff's Department in 
the breaking of a burglary ring. 

He noted that one of the town’s 
recent thefts of more than 
$37,000.00 in tools had been soived 
with the arrests of those inyolved in 
the ring. 

Driggers expects other burglary 
cases to be solved as the investiga- 
tion into the burglary ring continues. 

Councilman Cole told members 
of the council that he had talked to 
employees at the Big/Little Store 
conceming Alma Hornsby’s com- 
plaint against an unknown New 
Brockton police officer but he was 
not ready, at this time, to make a full 
report. He stated that he wanted to 
talk to Ms. Hornsby’s grandson be- 
fore doing so. 

During last month’s meeting, tie

In Monday’s meeting, 
Mayor Holley opened new bids from 
each of them.

***Voted to remove the sidewalk 
from King Street to the cemetery 
The property will revert back to the 
owner, James Woodward. 

***Signed acceptance for

sheriff seizes $12,000.00 marijuana crop

Last Thursday afternoon, Coffee 
County Sheriff's deputies, acting on 
a tip, seized six marijuana plants in 
the Woodland Grove Community. 

The plants were growing in an 
opening surrounded by dense woods 
just off County Road 239 northeast 
of Elba. 

Assisting the sheriff's department 
was a unit of the Alabama National 
Guard Reconnaissance and Interdic- 
tion Detachment (RAID). 

According to Sheriff Mickey 
Counts, the helicopter from RAID 
was used to spot the planis from the 
air while a deputy on board directed 
ground forces to the location. 

The plants “harvested” by author- 
ities ranged in size from 6 to 10 feet 
tall. Their estimated street value was 
estimated to be more _ than 
$12,000.00. 

The plants appeared to have been 
well tended - plenty of water and 
fertilizer. Each of the plants were 
protected by a fence and were cam- 
ouflaged by the tall trees. 

Sheriff Counts noted that without 
the helicopter and a tip, the plants 
would have been extremely hard to 
find and probably would have never 
been found. 

Although no arrests were made 
during the search and discovery of 
the “weed”, the investigation will 
continue and arrests are still possi-

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The confiscated plants will be 
held in the evidence vault at the 
sheriff's office. If no arrest is made 
in the case, the plants will be de- 
stroyed. 

Because this is the harvest season 
for marijuana, Sheriff Counts asks 
that the public watch for any “‘suspi- 
cious traffic” and report it to the 
sheriffs department or any local law 


enforcement agency. 

“To catch the person or persons 
responsible for growing and cultivat- 
ing the illegal substance, it will take 
a combined effort by area residents 
and law enforcement,” Counts said.

able cash carryover from previous 
years. 

The newly adopted budget will 
also allow the school to have a cash 
balance at the end of the year, if 
everything goes as predicted. 

Superintendent Charles Pearce 
cautioned board members that fiscal 
experts in the state capital were pre- 
dicting state funds would be prorated 
due to tax shortfalls. Pearce said 
most estimates were that the action 
would come in March of 1995, 

State law requires the school 
maintain a 10% fund balance to take 
care of unseen emergencies, The Su- 
perintendent expressed his opinion 
that this required reserve would cov- 


er the proration, if it wasn’t too se- 
vere. 

Proration of funds does not alter 
salaries of contract employees, even 
though the cut is across the board. 
Therefore any reduction in projected 
income could cause a drastic re- 
duction in such things as teacher 
supply money and cleaning supplies. 

In spite of the gloomy prediction, 
Pearce explained that close man- 
agement by the school board and ad- 
ministrauion, coupled with the recent 
passage of a 1¢ sales tax in the City 
of Elba (the school gets 45% of this) 
and the one time extra funding from 
the state, should enable Elba schools 
to function smoothly for the coming 
year,

Congress Says Welfare Abuse No Longer Tolerated 


Recently, Congress passed a 
bill into law that would make the 
Social Security Administration an in- 
dependent government agency by 
March 31, 1995. 

While this was particularly 
good news for America’s senior citi- 
zens, since Social Security funds will 
be further protected, there is an even 
more positive side, 

This new law aims to put an 
end to outrageous abuses of Social 
Security and welfare disability ben- 
efits by drug addicts, alcoholics and 
others, reserving these funds for the 
truly disabled. - 

Areportissued earlier this year 
by Senator Bill Cohen, R-Maine, 
states that as many as 250,000 drug 
addicts and alcoholics collected at 
least $1.4 billion in disability benefits 
from Social Security in 1993, 

Even more astonishing is the 
fact that fewer than one-third of these 
recipients were required to receive 
substance abuse treatment and have a 
responsible third party collect their 
monthly check. The remaining two- 
thirds apparently have been directly 
receiving these disability benefits and 
using the money to subsidize their 
addictions. 

Even in cases where third par- 

tics collected the disability benefit 
checks for the addicts, these third 
parties weren’t always responsible. 
Some were bartenders, liquor store 
owners, hotel managers or even fel- 
low addicts, 
‘ Currently, people can receive 
monthly disability benefits from wel- 
fare or Social Security for alcoholism 
or drug abuse if their problem is seri- 
ous enough to prevent them from 
working for at least a year or could 
result in their death. 

A U.S. Government General 
Accounting Office (GAO) reportalso 


noted a number of cases where dis- 
ability benefit recipients misspent 
their checks, including a case in Van 
Nuys, California where an alcoholic 
used lump sum disability benefits of 
$26,000 to buy two cars and a van, 
then wentonadrinking binge, wreck- 
ing the cars only to wind up ina VA 
hospital. 

Another serious abuse of So- 
cial Security disability funds is known 
as the drawing of “crazy checks.” 
Thanks to a 1990 Supreme Court rul- 
ing, which makes it easier for chil- 
dren to gain eligibility for SSI, some 
parents are encouraging their chil- 
dren to act violently or misbehave in 
school in order to qualify as mentally 
or emotionally disabled. Although 
there are 770,000 participants in this 
program, it is not known just how 
many are actually abusing it. 

Noting that the problem of ben- 
efits abuse largely stems from the 
lack of proper monitoring, Congress 
has now ordered much closer scrutiny 
of benefits recipients. 

For example, drug and alcohol 
addicts receiving disability payments 
will be dropped after 36 months. | 
would have preferred a much shorter 
period, but this was the toughest pen- 
alty which Congress could get. 

Social Security also has been 
given the authority to impose fines of 
upto $5,000, plus twice the amountof 
benefits paid on anyone who makes 
false statements on his disability ap- 
plication, and, making disability ben- 
efits fraud a felony punishable by a 
fine, up to five years in prison, or 
both. 

Hopefully, this legislation will 
help clean up Social Security and 
welfare abuse. 

By cutting out the cheaters, 
hundreds of millions of taxpayer dol- 
lars can eventually be saved.

Congress Says Welfare Abuse No Longer Tolerated 


Recently, Congress passed a 
bill into law that would make the 
Social Security Administration an in 
dependent government agency by 
March 31, 1995. 

While this was particularly 
good news for America’s senior citi- 
zens, since Social Security funds will 
be further protected, there is an even 
more positive side. 

This new law aims to put an 
end to outrageous abuses of Social 
Security and welfare disability ben- 
efits by drug addicts, alcoholics and 
others, reserving these funds for the 
truly disabled. 

Areport issued earlier this year 
by Senator Bill Cohen, R-Maine, 
States that as many as 250,000 drug 
addicts and alcoholics collected at 
least $1.4 billion in disability benefits 
from Social Security in 1993. 

Even more astonishing is the 
fact that fewer than one-third of these 
recipients were required to receive 
substance abuse treatment and have a 
responsible third party collect their 
monthly check. The remaining two- 
thirds apparently have been directly 
receiving these disability benefits arid 
using the money to subsidize their 
addictions. 

Even in cases where third par- 
ues collected the disability benefit 
checks for the addicts, these third 
parties weren’t always responsible. 
Some were bartenders, liquor store 
owners, hotel managers or even fel- 
low addicts. 

Currently, people can receive 
monthly disability benefits from wel- 
fare or Social Security for alcoholism 
or drug abuse if their problem is seri- 
Ous enough to prevent them from 
working for at least a year or could 
result in their death. 

A U.S. Government General 
Accounting Office (GAO) reportalso 


noted a number of cases where dis 
ability benefit recipients misspent 
their checks, including a case in Van 
Nuys, California where an alcoholic 
used lump sum disability benefits of 
$26,000 to buy two cars and a van, 
then wenton adrinking binge, wreck- 
ing the cars only to wind up ina VA 
hospital. 

Another serious abuse of So- 
cial Security disability funds isknown 
as the drawing of “crazy checks.” 
Thanks toa 1990 Supreme Court rul- 
ing, Which makes it easier for chil- 
dren to gain eligibility for SSI, some 
parents are encouraging their chil- 
dren to act violently or misbehave in 
school in order to qualify as mentally 
or emotionally disabled. Although 
there are 770,000 participants in this 
program, it is not known just how 
many are actually abusing it. 

Noting that the problem of ben- 
efits abuse largely stems from the 
lack of proper monitoring, Congress 
has now ordered much closer scrutiny 
of benefits recipients. 

For example, drug and alcoho! 
addicts receiving disability payments 
will be dropped after 36 months. | 
would have preferred a much shorter 
period, but this was the toughest pen- 
alty which Congress could get. 

Social Security also has been 
given the authority to impose fines of 
up to $5,000, plus twice the amountof 
benefits paid on anyone who makes 
false statements on his disability ap- 
plication, and, making disability ben- 
efits fraud a felony punishable by a 
fine, up to five years in prison, or 
both. 

Hopefully, this legislation will 
help clean up Social Security and 
welfare abuse. . 

By cutting out the cheaters, 
hundreds of millions of taxpayer dol- 
lars can eventually be saved.

ligers, as no Elba team in the past 35 years has opened the season with as 
many losses, Back in 1959, Elba went 1-9 and set some dubious records 
hat had tong since been placed far back in the history books, but now the 
records are back out, and the ‘94 Tigers are threatening to add their name to 
the record books. This year's team still has plenty of time to avoid joining 
the list, but needs to turn the page in a hurry! 

the Daleville game was strange in many ways, and a look at some of the 
slatistics would make one wonder which team won the football game. Let’s 
look at some of the actual game stats - *In the first half, Elba had the foot 
ball for six possessions and snapped the ball for 38 plays, while Daleville 
had five possessions and snapped the ball for only 15 plays - *In the first 
half, Elba's time of possession was 17:28, while Daleville’s was only 6:32 
"Daleville, which lives hy the pass, passed for only 4 rds in the game, 
vhile Elba passed for 108 yards - *Elba’s 11 possessions in the game start- 
ed at the Elba 45, Elba 17, Elba 31, Elba 45. Daleville 40, Elba 25, Elba 32, 
Elba 42, Elba 32, Elba 37 and Elba 34, for an ay Crage starting ficld position 
at the Elba 40 yardline, Daleville, on the other hand, started its 10 drives at 
the Daleville 10, Daleville 36, Daleville 12, Daleville 18, Daleville 20, 
Daleville 24, Daleville 28, Daleville 17, Daleville 13 and Daleville 9, for an 
average starting position at the Daleville 18 yardline. - *Elba was penalized 
seven times for 60 yards, while Daleville was hit with 18 penalties for 175 
yards. Looking at these stats, one might easily think that Elba dominated 
the football game, while in fact the Opposite was true. I guess statistics are 
really just for the fans and don’t always give a true picture of what hap- 
pened! : 

Now back to the game....the Elba offense moved the ball well at times 
against Daleville, but more often than not hurt itself with penalties that 
stalled, or killed drives, The Tigers reached the Daleville 33 on its first of- 
fensive play, but then made two penalties on the next three plays. And on 
their third series the Tigers moved to a first down and then faced a fourth 
and one, and had to punt. The ‘Tigers sixth possession was headed for the 
endzone, but saw the clock reach :00 at the Daleville 21. In the second half 
it was more of the same as the Tigers saw a fumble slow a drive, saw a 
drive stopped at the Daleville 17, saw a 15-yard penalty kill a drive, scored 
a touchdown and saw the game end with the Tigers on the Daleville 32. The 
Elba offense rolled up 262 yards in total offense, despite having to play al- 
most the entire game without leading rusher Chris Tyson and the second 
half without second string tailback Sterling Jones. Elba scored only once 
and the backs took some real shots, but the offense really hurt itself more 
than the Daleville defense did, and simply made too many mistakes to put 
points on the scoreboard. 

The Elba defense allowed almost 600 yards in total offense and for the 
second time this season made a star out of an opposing running back. Rob- 
ert Kilow had gained 200 yards in Daleville’s opening four games, but Fri- 
day night gained 308 yards against the Elba defense and sat out the entire 
fourth quarter. As was the case earlier this season when Troy’s Cencade 
Pennington ran wild against Elba, Kilow never even slowed down when he 
got to the corner and the Tigers missed tackles. Elba’s defense played well 
against the option against Opp and nearly pulled out the win, but against 
Daleville the option was wide-open all night and the tackling in the sec- 
ondary was very weak. The defense played inspired once or twice; how- 
ever, Daleville could have scored even more points if it had really wanted 
lo, as if 38 weren’t enough. 

Coach Wood summed it up pretty well when the teams came back at 
halftime, and he said the game was the worst he had seen an Elba team play 
in his 18 years as the Tigers head coach. With the exception of a few, the 
players lacked any enthusiasm at all and didn’t even act like they wanted to 
play. The result was a whipping that will long be remembered!

How does it go? There is an old saying that goes something like “The 
only certain things in life are death and taxes,” Well, as far as Elba football 
is concerned, there is now a third - Daleville’s football team will play ag- 
gressive to the point of being dirty whenever it plays against Elba! 

A sportswriter friend of mine told me before the game that he had talked 
with Daleville’s Coach Perry Swindall and the Daleville coach had men- 
tioned that his team this season just wasn’t like his teams in the past, and 
pointed out that the team had only drawn one personal foul penalty all sea- 
son long. Swindall wasn’t complaining about the lack of penalties, but did 
point it Out to show the lack of aggressive play. 

I guess he can’t say that any more, because Friday night against Elba the 
Warhawks were flagged for seven personal fouls and a total of 12 major 
distance penalties. The loss, even the lopsided score, didn’t get the Elba 
fans incensed as did the seemingly non-stop personal foul penalties and the 
“legal” shots that many Elba players took, The Elba fans remembered the 
aggressive style Daleville used in years past and Friday night all those old 
memories came back, live and in color, 

I realize that every team has its own style of play, and will admit that 
some of Elba’s most successful teams were on the border of being over- 
aggressive. If Daleville wants to play the way it did Friday night against 
Elba it should certainly continue to do so. It was successful Friday night 
and may be the way Daleville has to play to get fired up. However, while 
the Daleville team may win a lot of games, it certainly won't win many fans 
from area towns,

son. Arrowleaf is planted at the rate 
of 5 to 8 pounds to the acre. Crimson 
is planted at the rate of 20 to 30 
pounds to the acre. Usually zero to 
one half inch deep will get the clover 


up and going. Here again, late Sep- 
tember into early October is a good 
time to plant clover. 

Arrowleaf clover will provide 
you late grazing much like ryegrass. 
It can last into the spring and on into 
the first part of June. Crimson clo- 
ver, on the other hand, has a growth 
pattern much like rye and wheat. It 
grows with a flush of growth from 
November through about March. De- 
pending on the variety used, it can 
last later than this. 

If you are planting on prepared 
ground that will be cultivated for 
spring and summer crops it is much 
better to plant winter grazing that 
will do what you want done by 
March. If it is land that can be open 
and left alone, you may want to plant 
some spring crops such as ryegrass 
and arrowleaf clover that will last 
later into the year. This would work 
particularly well on ground that is 
going to be set aside during the sum- 
mer. 

If you are over-seeding perennial 
summer pasture make sure that the 
crops you plant are grazed close so

Monday’s meeting of the Coffee 
County Commission proved to f- 
more or less routine with the busi- 
ness session lasting less than an 
hour. 

The wife and daughter of the late 
Commissioner Sid Averett was 
present at the meeting to accept a 
plaque and two resolutions. 

Mrs. Yvonne Averett and her 
daughter, Machelle Griswold, ac- 
cepted a plaque from representatives 
of the Southeast Alabama Solid 
Waste Authority. 

The plaque was presented in rec- 
ognition for the work Commissioner 


tion should sufficient hazard mitiga- 
lion (prevention) funds be made 
available. 

Future action depends on the 
availability of funds, as well as pri- 
orities for use of those funds. 


At the present time, the AEMA 
estimates that less than $1.5 million 
will be made available for mitigation 
programs for all 10 counties affected 
by the July storms. The availability 
of the 25% cost share from the city 
might also present a problem. 

The Elba City Government, as 
well as the Coffee County EMA, 
will keep the public informed of any 
future developments, 

In the meantime, citizens who are 
interested should continue restoring 
their homes to comfortable living 
conditions. Even if a buyout is ap- 
proved for those interested in Elba, it 
could take a year or more to com- 
plete the program.

Two resolutions - one from the 
Alabama Association of County 
Commissioners and the other from 
the Coffee County Commission - 
were presented to Mrs. Averett. 

In the resolutions, Averett was 
commended for his work toward 
providing the county with a new 
health department and also, for his 
work in promoting and developing 
an Adult Day Care Center in Elba. 

At his death, plans were being fi- 
nalized for the opening of another 
Adult Day Care Center in Enterprise. 

The resolution from the AACC 
extended sympathy and regret in the 
loss to the county in Averett’s death. 
It also recognized him for his devo- 
tion and work toward making Coffee 
County a better place. 

During the general business ses- 
sion, County Engineer Mark Pool in- 
formed commissioners that the old 
landfill was officially closed. 

The engineering firm of Carter, 
Darnell & Grubbs inspected the site 
and certified to the Alabama Depart- 
ment of Environmental Manage- 
ment that the landfill had been prop- 
erly closed. 

Pool stated that the Alabama 
Highway Department was providing 
all counties within the state with a 
computer which will be connected to 
their network. 

He told commissioners the only 
requirement was for the county to 
provide a designated telephone line 
for the computer, 

In addition to the computer, Pool 
requested and received permission to 
purchase a software package - Micro 
Station - at a cost of $2186.00. The 
package will allow the county to 

draw their own maps and new plans 
on the computer system, 


New Brockton receives $4,000 grant 
to preserve town’s permanent records 


Last week, the Town of New 
Brockton received some good news 
and it came in the form of money! 

On Wednesday, September 7, the 
Town of New Brockton received a 
grant of $4,000 from the Local Goy- 
emment Historical Records Grant 
program, which is being adminis- 
tered by the Alabama Historical 
Records Advisory Board and the Al- 
abama Department of Archives and 
History, 

The grant will be used by the 
town to contract microfilming of its 
permanent records, and to aid in pur- 
chasing a microfilm reader-printer, 

New Brockton’s grant was one of 
twenty-three awarded totalling 
$204,627 for the second of two grant 
cycles financed by $300,000 in 
funds from the National Historical 
Publications and Records Commis- 
sion, and an additional $100,000 ap- 


propriated Alabama State 
Legislature. 

Individual awards to local gov- 
ernments ranged from $1,234 to 
$23,523. Recipients included county 
commissions, probate courts, munic- 
ipalities, and boards of education, 

The purpose of these grants is to 
assist local governments in identify- 
ing, preserving, and making accessi- 
ble legally and historically important 
government records, 

A two-day workshop for grant re- 
cipients was conducted at the Ala- 
bama Department of Archives and 
History on October 4th and Sth, 
prior to the distribution of funds, 

New Brockton Mayor Kathryn S, 
Holley and City Clerk Linda C. Dil- 
low attended the workshop which 
was required in order to receive the 
funds,

After a brief discussion, commis- 
sioners approved Pool’s request al- 
lowing the county attomey to take 
appropriate action toward individu- 
als building illegal subdivisions. 

“We don’t want a bunch of Jeie: 
Subdivisions out in the county,” said 
Pool. This particular subdivision has 
caused numerous problems to the 
county due to the fact that no guide- 
lines or regulations were followed 
during its development. 

In March of 1990, the county 
commission adopted regulations 
which must be followed in the con- 
struction of subdivisions out in the 
county. In order for the roads/streets 
to be accepied for maintenance by 
the highway department, these 
guidelines must be followed. 

The reason for the matter being 
brought before the commission was 
because it had come to the engi- 
neer’s attention that a subdivision 
was under construction in the south- 
east portion of the county which was 
not following the guidelines. 

Wilson Mobley, commission 
clerk, presented changes made in the 
rental rates for the Farm Center 
Complex facilities. The rate changes 
were recommended by the commit- 
tce assigned the task of “looking af- 
ter” these buildings.
